poſed you to endeayourit. Particularly, they are exceeding glad 
to find, that the City hath entruſted ſuch Perſons in the Bufigeſſe, 
as, beſide all other due Cualifications for the Employment, 
have Thus al/oz that rhcy were never Parties in the Quarrell.

in Hoceb and Mount Sinai, puniually preſcribed by God toMoſe, 
and by Moſes ( xs their Supream Governour or King) impoſed upm 
them 3 this they ſometime renewed after tbey bad broken it by their Aft» 
Racy to Falſe and ſtrange gods : Unto the enforcement whereof, 
we muſt deſire the Do&or to demonſtrate, That the Law 
of Moſes or Covenant in Horeb was not onely the Rule and 
Di&tate of what matter they ſhould Covenant , but the ex- 
preſs Covenant which was, or did conſiſt in the exadt recital , 
and Repetition of that Law of the ten Commandements, as 
the very form thereof; ſo as that they never varied or altered 
ie, according to their ſpecial defeftions , in the p 
poings of their lies; and that this was the formal Gove be- 
tween Gad and the people in the times of Foſhuab , and before 1 
reels defeftion from God; or that this was the Covenant be: 
tween God , the people, and King, and between the people 
and theic King, in tbe dayes of Feboiadah : Or that this was © 
expreſs Covenant made in the point of the Sabbath , and the 
putting away ſtrange wives in the times of Nebemiad. 
ſeveral occaltons , and ſpecial obligations , do beſpeak them 
to have been Covenants, conformed as to the matter of them, 
to ſome pact of the ten Commandemencs ; but as to their

| But whatever was the matter or form of their Corcnantiog, 
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limagine it will not be denied, that 16: taking or renewal theresf 
was their own political At, doneby their owa will and power 
at the time, and on the occaſion their own condition did res 
quire anddiQate ; and that many times without the conſent of 
che King then eulingthem , and ſo our Covenant (warranted for 
matter by the Word of God) is by their example juſtified, to have 
b-en a p 217 and prudent ation within our own power to perform , 
though tor the form of it , it bz not any Divine diffate, or Sove» 
raign preſcription, yet better to be eltecmrd , than the petty compos 
fitionof @ few politick, men. 

Nor is there any ftrength in that ; we were not Apoſtatized to

Can any man conſider the - 
corruptions - continued in Englend fince the Reformation , 
and ſo defended, that nothing but a ſovreraign Remedy could 
remove them ? nay, the very Retrogradations of the Refor- 
mation, by a return of many expelled Rices, and Prelatical 
power, and fay, becauſe ſhe yet owned the true God, ſhe had 
no need to Covenant ? If covenanting bean At withia mans 
own power and choice; and defeftion from God and his wayes 
inchoated or 1 be a juſt ground and occaſion, Englands 
covenanting is fully fortified by Scripture and Reaſon, and the

reaſonably denied, that tr freding- ruling E lders at Epheſus 
were Biſhop; ; for ſo Sai Paul called them, as conſecrated 
by the Holy Ghoſt, Atts 20,28. and immediate ſucceſfors i 
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the Apoſtles; yet ic is not evidentrhat they rere all Angels, 
Preſiderts, and chizf Fathers ; and ſuch as ft Timothy 'over 
them as cheir Biſhop, muſt nzeds deny them to have been ;

the Princes ( without popular delegates ) did not bind the peo»
